Barley as a Hog Feed 
and a Weed Eradicator 

Hogs are aclass of live stock 
that are worthy of more attention 
than they do receive at the hands 
of the farmers of this district. 

The climate of Southern Alberta 
is well adapted for the raising of 
these animals and also for the pro- 
duction of the best and most eco- 
nomical class of feed. Early barley 
as a feed is practically equal to 
corn and can be grown successfully 
under different varieties of soil and 
conditions, 

When land gets badly infested 


with weeds, wild oats in particular, | 
there is no crop that will clean it | 


and at the same time produce a 
paying crop like barley 
Six-rowed barley can be sown 
as late as the middle of Juae and 
still make a good yield of mature 
grain. The writer has sowed on 


| 
the 11th of June and harvested as | 


high as 40 bushels per acre, having 
it cut previous to wheat sown in 
April. 

This shows the time that 
allowed for early cultivation of a 
weedy field. The summer failow- 
ing of this field the next year will 
clean it of wild oats better than 
any other method known, to my 
mind, It is advisable to sow as 
much as two bushels per acre when 
sowing as late as the middle of 
June.

in the corn belt. Eight hundred 


pounds of pork per acre have been 


| 
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produced on barley in Colorado, a 
meat yield rivaling the very best 
of the corn belt. 

The highest priced pork on the 
market at present is barley fed 
pork from Denmark, It com- 
mands this higher price in the 
English markets on account of its 
superior quality. It does this in 
spite of the fact that it competes 
with the very best American corn- 
fed product. Witha feed like this 
which we can grow so well and so 
cheap, why should we be import- 
ing meat of a poorer quality than 
we can raise at home.
